French Delegate To 
Go To Lublin 


The French Government is send- 
ing an accredited delegate to the 
Lublin Committee in Poland, 
announced Paris Radio last night. 

More and more French deportees 
and prisoners are being liberated by 
the Russian advance towards 
Germany, said the French announce-. 
ment. This is particularly the case 
in Polish territory, which is the 
sector administered by the Polish 
Committee in Lublin, and for that 
reason the French Government has 
decided to send a representative to 
this Committee.

CAUSE OF SPECULATION 


Reasons for expansion mm specula- 
tion on the Stock Exchange can 
readily be found. If we look back to 
December, 1938, when the world was 
more or less at peace, it will be 
found that deposits with the London 
clearing banks stood at £2,253,857,000. 
It is admitted that in 1938 deposits 
with the banks were inclined to fall 
off. The reason was withdrawal of 
sterling balances abroad, as, even at 
that time, war uncertainty was in the 
air. 

War eventually came; and with it 
enormous expenditure by the Govern- 
ment on war work, with the result 
that by the end of November, 1944, 
which are the latest available figures, 
deposits had more than doubled, at 
£4,397,858,000. 

in the same way active note circula- 
tion at the Bank of England at the 
end of 1938 totalled £504,726,803, 
whereas the latest total is an all-time 
record. This is huge expansion; and, 
with spending capacity restricted in 
most directions, a great deal of the 
cash resources turn <owards Stock Ex- 
change securities. High-class invest- 
ment stocks present no particular 
attraction to many, because of the low 
yields at current prices when income 
tax at 10s. in the £ is deducted. The 
tendency, therefore, is becoming more 
and more ‘pronounced to turn to 
securities which offer capital apprecia- 
tion, There is no doubt that in the 
last few years considerable success

SYNDICATES AT WORK 


It might be asked whether any con- 
S|certed attention is directed to a par- 
ticular section. For instance, how 
does a buying mcvement begin? In 
many instances the lead is given by 
syndicates formed for the express pur- 
pose of speculating in markctable 
securities. Some such syndicates ere 
fairly well known. Others operate 
less prominently, but the effect is the 
same. 

Once a buying movement is under 
way and prices begin to rise, the rank 
and file of speculators come in for a 
picking. It often happens that the 
late comers, as usual, are left to “ hold 
the baby,” having given the original 
buying syndicates an opportunity to 
turn shares over at a profit, 

It is believed that some of the 
syndicates have very substantial cash 
resources at their command. That, 
of course, is necessary in these days 
of cash dealings. It is also known 
that in some instances the syndicates 
are largely composed of Continental 
financiers who have come to Britain 
as war refugees. They certainly have 
resources at their command, but the 
question is asked whether the activi- 
ties of the syndicates are for the good 
of the Stock Exchange in the long 
run, 


BIG PROBLEM 


It is comparatively simple to create 
interest in particular sections of mar- 
kets to-day, with so much money 
available for investment for specula- 
tive purposes. Britain is looking for- 
ward to the time after the war when 
it is hoped that general conditions in 
trade and. finance will be more nor- 
mal, Interest in a particular industry 
can be stimulated by talks in Par- 
liament or elsewhere of promising 
post-war business opportunities. 
Speculators are also helped by the de- 
cided shortage of supplies available in 
markets as a whole, 

It is well known that new capital 
issues are forbidden, except with Trea- 
sury consent, while very substantial 
loans have been paid off since 1939. 
Under existing conditions. Stock Mar- 
kets can be manipulated by syndicates, 
but the problem which must eventu- 
ally be solved is the state of markets 
when crtdit supplies are less plentiful 
and money is delivered to natural trade 
channels. The cautious investor should 
certainly take careful stock of exist-
